26,1827. His father, tenor singer in the elector’s 
chapel at Bonn, began to cultivate the genius of 
his son when only five years of age. He next 
placed him under the court organist, Van Eden, 
and shortly after under the..composer Neefe. In 

his-eighth year he created astonishment by his 


` performance on the violin ;. when only eleven, he. 


played the music in Bach’s Wohltemperirtes Kla- 
vier; aud in his thirteenth year, he published, 
at Manlieim, a volume of variations omw: a march, 
songs, and sonatas. In 1792, hewas sent to Vi- 
enna by his: patron,:the Elector. of Cologne, to 


enjoy the instruction ‘of Haydn, who first made 


him acquainted with the works of Handel. He 
also studied composition under Albrechtaberger. 
-. Here he soon attracted notice by his extraordi- 


nary ability as an extempore player of fantasias, 


and also by some compositions, which, however, 
' did not escape the censure of critica, He became 
so much attached to Vienna, that after his pa- 
tron’s death in 1801, he determined to remain, 
and declined an invitation to England. In 1809, 
when another offer, tempted him to,leaye Vienna, 


several friends of music, with.the Archduke Ru-. 


dolf at their, head, raised a subscription to pro- 
vide for the composer a pension sufficient to re- 
tain him.- At Vienna, therefore, he stayed during 
‘the remainder of hig life, secluded from the world, 
- of which he knew ag little as. it.knew of him; and 
in later years,-still more isolated from society by 
. a defect of: hearing, which gradually became con- 
firmed into entire deafness, In this sad inviolable 


`: politude, he produced his: new:symphonies, his

- forte sonatas, which express, sometimes, a pecu- 
liar train of feelings, at.other times appear to rep- 
resent his own recluse character.

Ihave 
gone back age after age, and have studied the his- 
tory of the world; and I find, that at every peri- 
od the power of spirit manifested itself to earth’s 
inhabitants, The only error that seems to have 
existed was, that the individuals who received 
the evidence, felt inclined to make it a form of 
religion, or at least controlled the minds of the 
masses, by the evidence that they received. In 
its outgrowth, it has been the means of depriving 
millions of human being’ of an sternal foe: 
and out of the abundance there seems to be 
power enough yet for them to come back and 
control organizations, and make conditions to act 
and live by. ButIam not here to-day to say to 
you, build up. a temple and make it this or that; 
for I understand life sufficiently well to know that 
the human soul is the temple which all know- 
ledge must approach.

Jerusalem Church, was born in Stockholm, Swe- 
den, Jan. 29th.

soberness and truth, of Thomas Paine, I. cannot 
‘be accused of flattery. History records little of 
the life of our subject prior to the age of thirty- 


‘seven years, We only glean that he was trained” 
to the business of his father, who, was a stay-ma-: 
ker, but, disliking it, was appointed to a situation 


‘in the customs, and became manager ofa tobacco 
manufactory. Here, his income being small, he 
became involved in debt, and was dismissed the 
service in 1774, after which he. came to America. 
Had Thomas Paine remained in England, being a 
member of the middle class, he could never have 
risen to a position above respectable mediocrity. 
Here all was changed, and the transcendent gen- 
ius of the man found ample scope, The represen- 
tatives of thirteen feeble colonies were kneeling 
at the feet of that royal figurehead of stupidity 
and inanition, George the Third, and pleading 
for a restoration of the priviliges enjoyed prior to 
1763 ; they did not dream that they had rights 
independent of the mother country.
